On Sunday, October 10, 1965, the following Information 
appeared on Page 22 of the MILWAUKEE JOURNAL newspaper under a 
photograph of the Reverend Martin Luther King pictured with Albert 
Raby of the Co-ordinating Council of Community Organizations. The 
article consisted of a dateline of Wllllans Bay, Wisconsin - 
Associated Press. 

The Reverend Martin Luther King said Saturday that the 
antlpoverty program, apparently referring to President Johnson's 
War on Poverty, would fall "if it substitutes a welfare approach 
at the creation of more Jobs." 

King spoke of unemployment among Negroes referring to 
them as "impoverished aliens in an affluent society," He added 
that "to. tell a bootless people to lift themselves by their own 
bootstraps is a cruel Jest." 

King told a Joint meeting of two civil rights groups 
that the Negro "has never been allowed to be a mar. and he never 
will be until he has the economic undergirding to support his 
family.? King spoke at a closed meeting of the Cc-or'dinating 
Council. of Community Organization of Chicago and the Southern 
Christian . Leadership conference. The groups are holding a three 
day meeting at the Walworth county resort community to plan Joint 
efforts for civil rights campaigns in Chicago. King said that 
there were three reasons for the Southern Christian L&sder.^hip 
had chosen Chicago for its first jnajor civil right drive in the 
north. He then cited his "great faith" in Chicago's civil rights 
movement, his belief that Chicago represents all the prcblems 
".ifound in urban centers of the north, and his desire to recipro- 
cate for aid Chicagoans provided the civil rights movemerit in the 
south. 

King said that Chicago was one of the most segregated 
cities and has one of the greatest housing problems of any city 
in this country.

In order to do this it 1b necessary to prepare these 
Individuals as follows: 

" Gathering Facts Before engaging in nonviolent direct 
action, we must have detailed facts about the unjust 
situation against which ve are protesting.

"Education Once all the facts and figures are known this 
information must be disseminated throughout the community 
involved.

ASAC Westfali, Savannah, telephoned this evening ClO/18/65) 
setting forth details of a stolen car ring involving officials of the 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC). 

Harold Belton Andrews (a white male born in 1923 and the suliject of 
a car theft ring in the 1940' s) contacted Senior Resident Agent Dyer in 
Columbia, South Carolina, today and furnished details of four automobiles 
(Stained by him, three of which have been sold to officials of SCLC. The 
fourth automobile is presently in his possession and observed by our Agents 
in Columbia, also to be sold to the SCLC officials in the immediate future. 

According to Andrews, Findlay and Williams (who are connected with 
the SCLC in Atlanta) learned he, Andrews, had been in prison for auto theft 
and wanted him to obtain hot cars to transport civil rights workers. Williams 
and Findlay all^edly told Andrews that their auditor, Francis (LNU) would 
be arriving in Atlanta in the immediate future to check on money, property, 
and expenses of SCLC, tt was indicated there was a shortage in SCLC 
funds and they desired to obtain a number of stolen cars to record as 
assets of SCLC in order that there would be no apparent shortage.

jThis discharge was later changed to honorable. Lynd has been very actlv 

1' in recent years in pacifist activities. For example, in October, 1962, 
he was in a picket line in Atlanta^Ggflifeta^ protesting the President's 
action in demanding withdrawal of Soviet missiles from Cuba. In the 
Summer of 1964, he participated in civil rights activities in Mississip 
■ and on October 30, 1964, spoke at a New York City meeting of the 
1 Socialist Workers Party. Re has been a particularly outspoken critic 
of United States policy relative to Vietnam and we have previously 
furnished information concerning Lynd's background and activities to 
the White House, Attorney General and the intelligence community.

The source understands that one of the principal reasons 
for this change in policy is the fact that none of the 
local SCLC branches have submitted an accounting of fmds 
collected by them in the past two years nor are they able 
to do so. Most of the funds collected by these groups are 
donated in support Of demonstrations in which SOLO participated.

Issue of October 11, 1965* stated that the 
Reverend MARTIN LUTHER KINO, JR., delivered an afternoon sermon 
at the Mt. Hermon Baptist Church in Mansfield, on October 10, 1963« 
The occasion was the fifth anniversary of the pastorate of Dr. 
KINO'Q uncle, the Reverend JOEL KINO, at the Mt» Hermon Church. 

The article stated that Dr. KINO had arrived in Mansfield 
on the afternoon of October 10, 1965* In the company of his 
brother, the Reverend A.D. VILLIAM KINO and a number of other 
relatives. According to the article, KINO left Mansfield, after 
the services, for Crawfordsville, Oeorgla, where he was scheduled 
to address a rally that evening. 



According to the article. Dr. KINO, in hia sermon at 
the church, appealed to his listeners to "translate the discord 
of the world into a national symphony of harmony". He urged 
that people stand up for Justice and right despite criticism 
or danger and repeatedly included a plea for nonTiolence. 

The article reflected that Dr. KINO stated that he 
had no plans for returning to Ohio in the near future and that 
he will concentrate on Chicago as a northern base of operations. 
He said the Chicago operation will be the first venture of 
the Southern Christian Leadership Conference In the nortb.

On October 10^ 19^5, a confidential sourci^, who has 
furnished reliable Information In the past, advised that on 
that date, Clarence Jones contacted Martin Uither King on the 
subject of Viet Nam. According to the source, Jones Informed 
Xing of the following: 

^e Lawyers Coimalttee on Policy In Viet Nam prepared 
a brief that was put Into the Congressional record last week by 
Senators Gruening and Morse (probably Senators Ernest Gruenlng 
and Wayne Morse), brief states essentially that there Is 

no legal basis for the United States Army being in Viet Nam. 
A copy of the brief Is to be mailed to his, Jones' office, on 
Monday, October 11, I965. 

On the basis of this brief, Gruening and Morse had 
prepared a resolution which they were about to Introduce Into 
the Senate. The basis of the resolution was that no American 
draftee could be sent to Viet Nam unless he consents or \inless 
there has been prior Congressional authorization for sending him. 
However, President Johnson heard about the resolution and called 
Gruening to his office to discuss the matter and the President 
asked that the resolution not be Introduced. The important 
thing was that Gruening was asked by the President to please 
hold off on the resolution "because I promise you that we will be 
out of Viet Nam by the first of January and If we are not then you 
and the supporters of that resolution can move forward".

The source further advised that King stated this was 
a very important move> and wondered if this had been leaked to 
the press. Jones informed him it had not been, adding that if
